I’ve read fewer dead ones 
the bookbinding industry, but prob- 
ably that’s merely 
plants that are progressive enough 
issue them, see that they are 
made worthwhile. And I’ve found 
another one can really shout about. 
Business slinging the old Panama 
high the air and the hoarse voice 
far, far forward! 

“The Glue Brush.” That’s its name. 
Its Popper and Mommer are Grossen- 
bacher Bros., Inc., binders and rul- 
ers the trade, Portland, Ore. Before 
lie dozen copies. have put 
paper weight them keep them 
from jumping up. They’re ALIVE!

For example, “ruling” 
represented negroid gentleman, 
painting donkey zebra stripes; 
cabaret dancing scene; “trimming 
and cutting” card game; “stitch- 
ing” mother mending the pants 
the youngster inside, and “book- 
being married with the minister read- 
ing from the good book. 


Yes, “The Glue Brush” written 
under the strange delusion that peo- 
ple are going like read it. Who- 
ever does the copy has Castoria 
complex. thinks readers are go- 
ing cry for more what makes. 
“Make ’em read it. Keep ’em reading 
it. Write like it!” says 
he. And does just that. Thus cir- 
culation grows. includes now, 
and I’m long way from Oregon. But 
root for the Grossenbachers, 
cause they combine good will and 
business-building with entertaining 
me! 


Christmas 
issue. Nine holes perforated the

Brush, Xmas, 1928.” What’s this? 
“We the happy family the Swiss 
Triumvirate—.” Sounds cheesy. But 
know that the three Grossenbachers 
and their Paul Bruner are known 
the “Swiss Quartet,” whose combined 
experience bindery work and kin- 
dred trades totals over years, and 
who five years have built one 
the leading trade shops the North- 
west. Now you know the “why” 
the “Swiss Triumvirate.” the 
“Swiss” part, anyway. the 
other word. haven’t the time. 

Speaking Swiss cheese, here’s 
cover full holes. Neat holes mak- 
ing border around the cover—an ex- 
ample Grossenbacher perforated 
ruling. house organ, you see, can 
more than just talk. can show 
actual samples work part its 
format. 


Tue March issue this year did 
similar “stunt.” The cover border 
was paper ruled blue and red—a 
dainty job. The center spread that 
issue showed Chicago screw binders 
for catalog covers, price books, swatch 
books, sheet folders. Listen this 
sample snappy copy: “Dress 
and protect your customer’s printed 
matter product business suit 
that will get unusual attention and 
give him real value.” 


And here’s cover made mar- 
bled paper—a 
cialty. Hot stamped with bookbind- 
ers’ And how much “blah” 
the Grossenbachers “spill” about this? 
Just this: very practical method 
for imprinting individual names 
such booklets high school annuals, 
catalogs, etc.” 


Another issue—a 
printed book cloth. Let the cus- 
tomer handle the goods. handles 
them reads the pages. Yellow 
for the pages, green, gold-stamped, 
for the cover. There isn’t printer- 
customer who got that issue who 
didn’t take his hands just 
feel the pleasurable roughness this 
job—and, maybe, did, waft 
near his nose for whiff its smell. 
Reader interest? It’s trick 
“swipe” and keep it. Just use what 
you’ve got the house. 


BUFF paper cover 
stitched right angle the left 
and above the title. Here, surely, 
issue which will rhapsodize—about 
wire-stitching, anyway. But no—not 
word the eight pages. You see, 
printers know wire-stitching when 
they see it. Give them the 
cover, then—and why waste space 
inside? 


Another cover features lithographed

forms which the company also play- 
ing this time. 

Here’s rich purple cover, with 
rectangle die-cut reveal the title 
printed fancy green paper. And, 
contrast, pages orange color, 
with attention-compelling heads. 


issue features different 
kind bindery service—and appar- 
ently the Grossenbachers—B. W., 
A., and B.—find the time spe- 
cialize many kinds. Some issues 
throw miscellaneous matter for 
good measure. For example: 

“Quite often job buffeted about 
town. First the harness maker ap- 
proached. passes the buck the 
shoemaker. The cobbler says it’s 
auto top work. The auto topper says 
belongs novelty shop, and they 
all say ‘No!’ 

“Quite often the bookbinder can 
make it. Verily, handles many 
‘Bag Tricks.’ it’s made Glue, 
Cloth, Leather, Art Leather, Card- 
board and paper—nine out ten 
can make for you. make scrap 
books order—any shape style. 
Printers’ sample books, advertisers’ 
copy books, loose-leaf tight bound. 
Any book—any way, shape form— 
that’s the idea.” 

one issue there statement 
that “for our customers’ convenience 
Grammar Color according the 
Munsell color system. Ask see this 
book the next time you drop in, or, 
better yet, drop see it, for 
good books lie buried treasures.” 

The same issue features “Bindery 
Accessories,” which “we carry stock 
for your convenience. good many 
customers ask printing salesmen, 
‘Where can get something like this?’ 
Don’t make your customer bother 
about looking around for some insig- 


nificant item this sort. Get for 
him.” 
Enough for the samples. Get your- 


self the mailing list and see what 
bindery house organ can be. The 
customers this company are chiefly 
printers. Their literature (some 
just that) goes long way 
bridge the many difficulties that arise 
between printer and bookbinder 
paper ruler. trying sell the 
printer paper ruling, the firm may 
taking such business away from 
the printer, but the same time 
shows why pen ruling may equally 
profitable for the printer and better 
for his customers.

Appraisals Play Important Part Cost Finding Systems, 
Mergers and Consolidations, Financing, Purchase 


Lease Property, Patents, Local Taxes, Settlement 


ANY business houses fail be- 
cause they not know their 
costs. This fact realized 
more each year bookbinders who 
are installing cost systems their 
factories. 

essential part cost finding 
system appraisal. complete 
property account, based well 
planned appraisal, the value 
the property many ways, such 
as:

1820, London, Edinburgh, 

and Dublin developed trad- 
ers ready pay authors money for 
the right publish their writings, 
binding continued lag behind, and 
although book output increased, the 
old fashion sheet deliveries con- 
tinued flourish, according 
Michael Sadleir his review this 
period. 

Sheets were supplied libraries 
and wholesale houses. late

price shillings, threepence. 
Generally the wholesaler boarded the 
sheets himself. Usually only the

widely accepted for book use until

binder Robert Leighton announced 
that his father, Archibald Leighton 
Exmouth Street, Clerkenwell, had in- 
vented the first book cloth—a stiff- 
ened dyed cotton material, impervious 
ordinary application glue 
paste, and retaining stiffness 
moistening from either.

From such imitative ornament taste 
reverted dress furnishing fabric 
patterns, and along came flowered 
and moire designs, grained ribbon- 
embossers with designs imitative 
their work ribbons. But the rib- 
bon-embossers charged for their ser- 
vices ribbon rates. These were too 
high for the publishers, who were thus 
forced create their own embossing 
services. 

The result was that several ma- 
chines for graining book cloth ap- 
peared the early eighteen-thirties. 
Then new designs specifically 
bookbinding order began appear.

Practically Unchanged; Difficulties Occurring Man- 
ufacture Are Hard Overcome When Thinness Leaf

ODERN progress industry 
and art has been quite im- 

partial the benefits afforded 
various crafts; all have profited 
from advances made the physical 
and chemical sciences. There still 
remain, however, few trades whose 
methods are essentially the same 
they were many years ago, which 
there has been best only slight 
application modern discoveries and 
achievements. One these, with 
which everyone comes contact every 
day, but about which the public 
knows little nothing, gold beat- 
ing. 

Descending through three thousand 
years, the art the gold beaters has 
changed but little. Methods and tools 
use the present time are nearly 
the same those use during the 
reign the Pharoahs. indeed 
surprising that little should have 
changed, considering the widespread 
use gold leaf, and the costly, obso- 
lete methods employed its pro- 
duction. 


will readily appreciated that 
the difficulties encountered the 
manufacture the leaf are, for the 
most part, extremely hard over- 
come, when the thinness the fin- 
ished product considered. mem- 
brane malleable metal, thin that 
photographs can easily made 
through it, and fragile 
utterly destroyed slight current 
air, must necessity the prod- 
uct extreme skill and patience. 
the use the weight, area and den- 
sity specimen gold leaf, its 
thickness was determined closely 
approximate 
infinitesimal. 


Bullion used the manufacture 
this delicate leaf received from the 
United States Mint, 99.99 fine, and 
alloyed with gold and silver ob- 
tain the desired color and malleability. 


beaten successfully, and used some- 
what England, there very little 
call for the United States. 
certain amount alloy necessary 
give the gold the best handling 
qualities, and there are two colors 
which are standard nearly all over 
the world. 


Deep gold, known commonly 
gold, 22% karat alloy 
gold, silver and copper. Lemon 
gold, known jewelry “green” 
gold, combination one part 
silver three parts “fine” gold, 
and 18-karat fineness. 


alloying, the bar metal 
rolled into ribbon about inch 
wide and one thousandth inch 
thickness. Sixty pennyweight 
this are issued one “beating,” and 
cut into one-inch squares, prep- 
aration for working. For the first op- 
eration, containing tool called 
“cutch” used, which consist 
bundle small sheets special 
paper made France Scotland, 
measuring about four inches square. 


The gold placed between the 
paper, and beaten out the edges 
the tool with hammer weighing 
pounds. 


Removed from the cutch and quar- 
tered, the somewhat thinner metal 
placed “shoder,” tool quite 
similar the first, where the opera- 
tion practically repetition the 
previous one. The main difference lies 
the material which composes the 
shoder, for paper now too porous 
use. Shoders are old “moulds” which 
are not fit for the third and final step 
the process, and which have been 
cut down smaller size. The quar- 
tered leaf from the shoder placed 
between “skins” made from the in- 
testinal tissues oxen. skin 
was made cementing together two 
separate pieces membrane, back 
back, form very tough, durable 
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sheet which does not stretch out 
shape, break separate under the 
hard usage receives. 

this time each original square 
gold ribbon has become sixteen 
sheets slightly larger dimensions, 
and the final reduction thickness 
made beating these squares, one 
thousand time, out very 
much larger area, nearly five inches 
square. 

This the longest part the 
whole process, and requires skill and 
workmanship the most painstaking 
nature. Three, and the majority 
cases, four hours are required work 
the leaf out its final size, and 
here that the leaf can utterly 
ruined through unskillful work. 

The usual product the “poor” 


beater leaf which more resembles 


lace curtain than leaf. This leaf 
caused sudden changes tem- 
perature and humidity for which the 
workman fails compensate. About 
two and one-half days are required 
for the working the entire beating. 


ROM the beater, the finished 
mould goes girl, who cuts the 
leaves standard size, usually 
inches, and places them 
books tissue paper, twenty-five 
leaves the book. this stage, the 
gold must handled with extreme 
Booking always done draftless 
room, lighted indirectly, that small 
pin-holes and imperfections the 
leaf may seen and patched. 

The trimmings and waste the 
process are melted into “button,” 
and used over again. 

There are many different ways 
which the finished leaf may unsat- 
isfactory. Unsoundness one the 
most common flaws, and another, 
quite annoying and even more de- 
trimental the quality the pro- 
duct, “foxiness.” care not

rect humidity while beating, 
the blows are not distributed 
produce perfectly level, uniform 
leaf, peculiar red color, the real 
cause which matter much 
dispute the industry, mars the leaf 
splotches, and makes unmarket- 
able. 

has been held that “fox” due 
structural changes the leaf, 
which cause the copper segregate 
and become apparent the eye, but 
extensive experiments recently seem 
have disproved this theory, leaf 
alloyed wholly with silver and other 
white metals has been beaten “foxy” 
time and time again. 


leaves “foxy” gold would seem 
indicate that this color appears 
only where there pronounced dif- 
ference the density the leaf, due 
some change molecular struc- 
ture the gold nearly resembling 
that the metal the colloidal 
state. great deal work would 
necessary either prove disprove 
this theory, but seems thoroughly 
accord with all known facts regarding 
the problem. inquiry into the 
mechanical physical causes this 
phenomenon now under way, and 
should prove extremely beneficial 
the industry. 


Labor the item which runs 
the cost gold leaf, not—as com- 
monly supposed—the value the 
metal itself. Less than half the 
cost the finished article that 
the gold contains. Naturally, ef- 
forts have been made find processes 
more efficient and less expensive than 
hand beating, but far very little 
advance has been made the way 
machine-made leaf. There are the 
present time several types auto- 
matic and semi-automatic hammers 
use, but their product inferior 
that made the manual method 
that can only used certain 
ways where the standard quality 
low. 

Thousands dollars have been 
spent, both here and abroad, per- 
fect processes 
based electrolytic deposition 
gold base metal, but far, these 
experiments have been uniformly un- 
fruitful, due the extreme thickness 
leaf made this method. 


the system wage 
payment for beaters used throughout 
the industry the present time could 
scarcely called modern deriva- 
tion, far the most satisfac- 
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tory ever suggested. There are sev- 
eral factors considered, and few 
plans promote the interests both 
the employer and the workman 
effective manner. 


things must provided 
for against. First, the employer 
must protected against the theft 
the material; second, must 
assured finished product defi- 
nite quantity, and, third, the leaf 
turned must good quality. 

The wages paid the man are fixed, 
the present time, many cents 
for every book leaves that the 
cutter able get from his mould. 
Piece work pay insures fairly con- 
sistent production, far quan- 
tity goes, for the man must good 
enough make living wage. Pro- 
visions for quality and against theft 
are the strong points the system. 
When “beating,” the sixty penny- 
weight gold ribbon, issued, 
charged the man, and the gold re- 
turned credited him. The weight 
the “button,” lump melted 
metal, easily ascertained, and the 
amount gold the books com- 
puted. Time has indicated the weight 
the average book gold, and this 
allowance made for the leaf turned 
in. 

incentive good work, all 
the gold returned over the original is- 
sue sixty pennyweight considered 
the property the beater, and pur- 
chased from him the rate one 
pennyweight for deep gold, 
and cents for like amount 
lemon. 


Uniformity weight and thinness 
beyond the average are desirable, and 
these are encouraged this extremely 
effective manner. Should the leaf 
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thinner than the standard requires, 
the chances are that will fairly 
and follows that the button 
will contain the gold removed from 
the leaf. When three and four 
pennyweight “fitt” usual for good 
workman, easily seen that quality 
work highly profitable the man. 
Should man “go out fitt” (turn 
less gold, according the computa- 
tion, than was issued him), must 
pay the house the same rates, 
Thus good work rewarded 
bonus, and poor work penalized 
fine. 


Tue quantity and quality the 
finished product depend not wholly 
either the booker the beater, but 
upon proper “teaming up” the 
two. good mould can utterly 
ruined careless booker, and 
mediocre mould can made yield 
good gold painstaking cutter. 

Best results, has been found, are 
obtained when work given out 
under numbers rather than names, 
eliminates friction between 
workers. Should mould cut poorly, 
booker may object receiving 
more the man’s work, but where 
the name the beater unknown 
her, each mould makes its way its 
own merits. 

grading bookers and beaters 
according the known quality 
their work, and placing 
moulds with the best cutters, high 
efficiency obtained, and the quality 
the work improves very 
marked extent. becomes “sur- 


vival the fittest,” and those 
lesser skill soon drop out. The morale 
the shop raised, and with 
reputation for good work, easy 
attract the best artisans the 
trade.

First Machine Was Invented Abroad 
Many Notable Improvements Were Made This 
Country Since Hathaway Invented Ruling Pen

APER ruling was first done 

Sigmund Adam Reichenhall, 
Bavaria. noticed the time con- 
sumed each day the University 
students ruling hand the forms 
necessary for their work which 
thought laborious and tedious. 
constructed device somewhat like 
the strings the piano which 
inked, placed sheet paper un- 
derneath the wires and pressed them 
means felt pad the paper. 
Later made cylinder with discs 
which were inked felt roller and 
thus the first ruling machine 
came into being. 

About 1835, American named 
Hathaway, invented the ruling pen 
the means which ruled lines 
could started and stopped pre- 
determined positions. The ruling ma- 
chine for this class work was most 
crude. The paper was fed the 
operator onto cloth carried rol- 
lers and the paper held firmly the 
cloth strings which travelled 
unison. The operator ruler then 
turned the machine hand until the 
point the paper arrived under the 
pens which the pens were rule. 
The ruler then dropped the beam 
hand which held the pens that they 
rested the paper the desired 
point. The machine was then oper- 
ated means crank handle, thus 
ruling the paper until the position 
the paper was reached where the rul- 
stop and the beam then 
lifted hand and the operation again 
for the next sheet. About 


one-twentieth the present output 
was procured this hand method. 


cloth this machine was 
about feet long endless which the 
paper was ruled. feeder girl was 
employed feed the paper the 
cloth, man turn the machine 
hand and rule the paper and boy 
lift the sheets from the cloth when 
ruled and lay them table dry. 

About 1852 Hickok Harris- 
burg, Pa., patented what was known 
improved ruling machine with 
two cloths about feet long, similar 
the present style machines, which 
permitted the ruled sheets dry 
when passing through the machine 
and laid automatically the 
end receiving box doing away 
with the services the boy for lay- 
ing the ruled sheets hand. 


the year 1860, Boynton 
invented very crude automatic de- 
vice for lifting and dropping the pens 
the paper means leather cams 
sewed along the edge the cloth 
which lifted and dropped the pens 
predetermined positions. 

Sometime after this, McAdams per- 
fected device that had small wheel, 
with movable tongue catch the 
edge the sheet paper came 
through the machine. This started 
the wheel revolving and dropped the 
pens strike the head. This was 
good only for single-head striking. 
The next improvement was made 
Tapley 1866. 

1870 Blackhall put out the first 
striking device equipped with gate 
stopping mechanism. The device 
was poorly constructed and crude but 
the idea good. 


the year 1874 
Hickok perfected the O-A Striker. 
This device was equipped with gate 
which the sheet paper until 
the proper time for forward, 
that the striking mechanism would 
timed-relation with the sheet, 
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thus allowing the pens lift and 
drop one more predetermined 
positions the sheet. The principle 
used was that means gears, 
chosen according the length the 
sheet paper, cam head made one 
revolution for each sheet. Cams 
placed this head allowed the pens 
lifted and dropped wherever 
desired the sheet. This device 
once became popular not only this 
country but all over the world. 

About the year 1880 Mr. Hickok 
perfected ruling machine that would 
rule feint lines both sides the 
sheet one operation and 1890 
this type machine was successfully 
equipped with striking devices that 
paper could not only feint lined 
both sides one direction one 
operation but struck well. This 
machine became most popular. 

few years later, the “L” type 
ruling machine was put the mar- 
ket the Hickok Company. The first 
machines this type, which con- 
sisted two machines placed right 
angles each other, struck the 
first half and feint ruled the second 
half. The Dual “L” ruling machine 
consists two single machines 
right angles and rules one side 
the sheet both directions one 
operation and the Quad “L” consisted 
two double Deck Ruling machines 
placed right angles and rules 
both sides the sheet both direc- 
tions one operation. first this 
type machine was used only the 
large manufacturers but the pres- 
ent time this type machine 
easily made ready that even the 
smallest job shop, that equipped 
with only one ruling machine, pur- 
chases the Dual complete 
feeding the paper saved. 

About the year 1910, the Hickok 
Dual “L” ruling machine was con- 
structed that striking could done 
both halves one time. Although 
there was not much call for this type 
machine that time, the pres- 
ent time, almost all Dual “L” ruling 
machines are equipped with the neces- 
sary mechanisms strike both 
halves. 

About 1912 the Hickok Company
